Hamilton, near the forks of the 
Republican, After a gallant fight the 
Indians were defeated and drives off, 
losing two warriors killed and several 
wounded, Capt. Hamilton lost one 
horse. 

On Sunday a large band of Sioux war- 
riors surrounded Custar’s camp, endeav- 
oring to stampede the horses, but were 
repulsed without the loss of @ single 

Qn the 2th ultime a war party of 
Sioux and Cheyennes, five hundred to 
six hundred strong, attacked and sur- 
rounded forty elght men of the Tih cav- 
calry,under Lieuts. Robbins and Cook, who 
were escorting a supply train from Fort 
Wallace. The Indians remained about 
the train three hours, and made desper- 
ate efforts to effect its capture, but after 
a well contested fight, Were repulsed 
with a loss of five warriora killed and 
several wounded, aud one horse captured. 
The whites only had two joumied. 

New York, July 8.—A special from 
New Orleans says the steamer Kaleigh 
sailed from Havana with about ten Aus- 
trian officers, who arrived from Vera 
‘Cruz, via Mobile. They now go to 
liavana with a view of remaining there 
untilthey have an opportunity to join 
some Mexivan chieftain against Juarez.
